N shipyard cranes, accurate control 

of low speed while lowering 
equipment, sections of bulkhead, etc. 
into position, and the ability to inch 
the load into place, are important factors 
that enable shipbuilders to save time 
and increase production. 


The recent stupendous 
expansion in shipbuild- 
ing—the yards for the 
most part being supplied 
solely with a-c power 
emphasized the need for a 
braking hoist control 
which would provide 
such accuracy in load 
lowering. Automatic me- 
chanical load brakes, used 
on cranes in machine 
shops, warehouses, etc. 
where the service is not severe, are unsatisfactory for 
shipyard use because of the excessive wear of friction 
disks and the resultant high cost of maintenance. 

Thus, there was the problem of developing a type 
of electric crane-hoist control which would provide low- 
speed lowering, safety, and ease of spotting. A system 
was designed which uses d-c dynamic braking on a-c 
motors, the d-c supply being self-contained on the crane. 

This system allows a wide range of low lowering 
speeds, and is far superior to any other type of braking 
hoist control. The lowest lowering speed (with full 
load) provided by other a-c control systems is still too 
fast for satisfactory and accurate operation. Using this 
system, on a typical controller having four low-speed 
points, full loads can be lowered at 62, 38, 16, or 6 per 
cent of the rated hoist speed. This same control can 
lower a half load at 30, 19,7, or 3 per cent of the hoist speed.

rebuilt without the necessity for clearing 
the land as is often required in the 
Pacific. Thus, it is well to bear in mind, 
Col. Lewis says, in thinking of the 
quantities of materials required by the 
engineers in waging war, that in Europe. 
with its old civilization, only rehabilita- 
tion is necessary; while in the Pacific. 
with its backward civilization and its 
more or less primitive terrain, every- 
thing is required for new construction. 
Furthermore, improvements in the ma- 
chinery of war have imposed a heavier 
task of preparation on the engineers. 

While the military is thus anticipat- 
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ing V-E Day by planning for an intensi- 
fied campaign in the Pacific, the War 
Production Board also is doing its 
planning, to the effect that the WPB is 
to be maintained, and sufficient controls 
continued until the defeat of Japan is 
assured; but that except for those con- 
trols which are absolutely necessary for 
the Military and to assure that possible 
civilian emergencies are met, a large 
percentage of all controls will be re- 
moved immediately upon defeat of 
Germany; also that the board will assist 
industry in its return to civilian activi- 
ties. It is proposed to accomplish the 
latter through cooperation of the indus- 
trial advisory committees with industry, 
itself. 

These proposals are contained in a 
policy set up by WPB, upon which 
WPB’s Task Committee, appointed to 
work out details of the V-E Day plan, 
has arrived at a seven-point program 
which it has referred for consideration to 
WPB divisions. 

The committee proposes to eliminate 
350 of the 500 orders now standing. Of

Wesfern contractors fear effects 
of new surplus property act 


Fearful that recent enactment into law of the Surplus Property Act has 
closed the door on their prospects of extensive participation in the early 
postwar construction program, West coast contractors last week faced the 
future with mixed feelings of concern and indignation. 


Outspoken resentment over what he 
termed “the odious equipment bill” was 
expressed by W. E. Hague, manager of 
Northern California Chapter, A.G.C. 
As cause for his concern over provisions 
of the act, Mr. Hague pointed out that 
governmental agencies and non-profit 
institutions are given priority over pri- 
vate contractors in the purchase of sur- 
plus equipment. 

Contractor groups on the Pacific coast, 
in common with leaders in the industry 
in other states, had urged that surplus 
equipment held by the government be 
disposed of through legitimate channels 
(manufacturers and dealers) in order 
that they could replenish their depleted 
stocks in time to participate in the 
early postwar building program. 
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They also voiced concern over the 
possibility that certain state and federal 
agencies may seize upon the opportunity 
to obtain government equipment at 
reasonable costs and consider this as 
an opportune time for entering into 
competition with private industry. 

Proof of the acute shortage of repair 
parts and new road building equip- 
ment in Western states has been indi- 
cated on numerous occasions during 
recent months. Two of the chief com- 
plainants have been California and Ore- 
gon, 

Describing a “serious highway situa- 
tion which is progressively becoming 
worse,” Charles H. Purcell, California’s 
state diréctor of public works, attributed

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War construction accidents reported 
at less than normal rate 


Gratifying safety records on rush work under abnormal condi- 
tions revealed at National Safety Congress. 


In spite of the huge, high-speed 
construction program of the U. S. Army 
during the past three years, the accident 
record of the construction industry in 
war time has been lower than ever be- 
fore in its history, declared Lloyd A. 
Blanchard in speaking before the con- 
struction section of the National Safety 
Council at the Safety Congress held at 
Chicago Oct. 4-6. Mr. Blanchard is 
chief of the safety and accident preven- 
tion branch of the Corps of Engineers. 

He pointed out there was every reason 
to expect an increase in the accident 
rate because of manpower shortage, use 
of much inexperienced labor and the 
fast schedules set for completion of the 
projects. Actually, however, the acci- 
dent frequency was so much lower than 
usual “that the casualty insurance com- 
panies have suspended for the duration 
of the emergency the accident experi- 
ence of contractors engaged in army 
construction, for purposes of premium 
rate determination.” 

Several factors were responsible for 
the improved accident rate, he said, but 
particular credit is due the regulations 
of the army engineers that call for 
specific safeguards,...supervision by 
safety engineers, and strict allocation of 
responsibility for all accidents occur- 
ring on the job. This experiencé has 
shown, he pointed out, that “construc- 
tion is just as amenable to accident 
prevention as other industries have 
been found to be.” 

To eontinue this record in peacetime, 
Mr. Blanchard said that the construction 
industry “must recognize that safety 
engineering is an established science and 
that effective accident prevention cannot 
be achieved by assignment of that re- 
sponsibility to some superannuated em- 
ployee or as additional duties for a time- 
keeper, or by the perfunctory display 
of posters and distribution of pamphlets. 
Every large general contractor should 
maintain a full-time safety engineer as 
part of the skeleton'érganization, and

a plan for placing handicapped veter- 
ans in jobs they can perform and 
suggested that “more built-in safety 
devices should be demanded of manu- 
facturers’ construction equipment.” 


Job analysis shows dangers 


Another speaker, F. J. Crandell, Lib- 
erty Mutual Life Insurance Co., Boston, 
Mass., outlined a simple method of job 
analysis for discovering potential acci- 
dent hazards. He recommends prepar- 
ing a job layout in advance of the start 
of work that includes the spotting of all 
plant in relation to the project structures 
and a flow diagram of all equipment 
movements, Study of such a drawing, 
he contends, will reveal possible inter- 
ference of: (1) men and men, (2) men 
and equipment, and (3) equipment and 
equipment. 

As an example, Mr. Crandell showed 
a diagrammatic plant layout for pouring 
a high, narrow concrete wall where the 
contracter trucked concrete from a job 
central mixing plant to cranes for buck- 
et placement in the forms. Analysis of 
the original schéme- of. operations re- 
vealed interference between the cement 
and aggregate trucks in reaching the 
mixing plant because of the location of 
the plant in relation to the roads. There 
was also conflict between empty maz- 
terial trucks and those hauling concrete. 

The speaker showed how a change in 
plant location and a re-routing of 
truck traffic not only eliminated the 
potential interference of trucks with 
each other, but also speeded up and 
smoothed out the hauling operations. 
A change in proposed positions of the 
cranes, suggested by the same analysis, 
reduced the necessity of swinging loaded 
buckets over men working inside the 
forms. Placing.a movable platform on 
top of the forms for'the bucket men to 
stand! on, and adding a tagline to the 
bucket to square’ its: discharge gate 
lengthwise ofthe forms cut out further 
potential dangers.’ It ‘was obvious to the 
audience that the suggested changes 
made not only a safer job, but @ more 
efficient one as well.

demands new equipment 

The government agency group of the 
Construction Machinery Advisory Com- 
mittee insists that additional equipment 
is immediately necessary to do essential 
highwey and street maintenance. It 
suggests that equipment for mainte- 
nance of highways is more-important at 
this time than release of the same equip- 
ment to haul loads over broken down 
roads. The government agency group 
is composed of maintenance men repre- 
senting state, county and municipal 
agencies throughout the country atid is 
headed by H. G. Sours, of the Ohio 
department of highways. 

At a recent meeting in Chicago it was

many important roads have 
severely damaged and others have 
reached critical points where disin- 
tegration will soon occur. Many roads 
of secondary construction have been 
subjected to unusually heavy loads and 
relaxation of load limitations has re- 
sulted in overloading of almost all types 
of highways. 

As a result of intensive use of road 
maintenance equipmenty;with ‘very lim- 
ited replacements during the past three 
years, many machines have reached the 
point where théy can: no longer be re- 
paired and in order of importance must 
be scrapped. Machines most needed 
are trucks, motor graders, tractors and 
similar equipment, bituminous distribu- 
tors and patching devices, snow hand- 
ling machines, small concrete mixers, 
rollers, air compressors, small. cranes 
and draglines, sweepers and mud jacks. 

Trucks were said to be the most im- 
portant tools used in highway mainte- 
nance and construction and to be the 
most critical of the items needed. More 
machines than previously allocated will 
be required. Better priority ratings for 
procurement of tires needed for road 
and street maintenance equipment are 
said to be absolutely essential to con- 
tinued use of even existing machines.

Light alloy 
pipes, devised specially for this opera- 
tion by the U. S. Army Engineers and 
American commercial oil companies, are 
being used. 

New-type Army Engineer organiza- 
tions, Engineer Petroleum Distribution 
Groups, are handling both the construc- 
tion and operation of this pipeline sys- 
tem. Personnel for these new engineer 
organizations were recruited from the 
oil fields of Texas, Louisiana, Oklahoma, 
and California. 

At least once the rapid pace of con- 
struction has carried the pipeline engi- 
neers well into enemy territory. During 
the Normandy campaign, engineer sur- 
veyors plotting the course of the rapidly- 
advancing pipeline found themselves be- 
hind the German lines, well ahead of the 
forward U. S. units. Seventeen Nazi 


prisoners were brought back by the 
engineer survey crew. 


Normandy—Flak suits borrowed from 
the air forces were used on D-Day to 
protect engineer bulldozer operators on 
the beaches of Normandy, it has been 
disclosed by Maj. Gen. C. R. Moore, 
Chief Engineer of the European Theater 
of Operations for the U. S. Army. 

_ The suits afforded a measure of pro- 
tection against shrapnel and small arms 
fire as the engineers launched bulldozer 


“after bulldozer through the surf to the 


invasion beaches, General Moore said, 
Shells, however, took a heavy toll of the 
giant engineer machines. 

In many cases, he said, as bulldozer 
operators became casualties, other engi- 
neers arrayed in air force flak suits 
rushed forward to replace them on the 
machines. Almost all of the bulldozers 
used in the initial stages of the invasion 
operation were protected by special 
armor plate, but losses, were high. 

The bulldozers were’ used initially to 
clear lanes through the sandy beaches 
where landing craft might discharge 
tanks and vehicles. Other bulldozers 
plowed through obstacles erected by the 
Germans, while more of the 23-ton ma- 
chines cut through the hills beyond the 
beach, improvising road exits for the 
waves of disembarking invasion troops 
that followed.

G.I. Joes to the rescue 


Anderson Ranch Dam, Idaho—Soldiers 
from Mountain Home Air Base, 35 
miles away, are helping to build this 
highest of all earth dams, rising 460 ft. 
out of the canyon floor. A group of 
enlisted men, mostly non-commissioned 
officers, on night duty at the Base are 
picked up early in the morning by the 
contractor’s bus and reach the dam at 
9 a.m. After six hours’ work at the 
job they are returned to the Base for a 
few hours’ sleep before going on duty 
again there. Quite a few men on fur- 
lough from Mountain Home Base and 
other posts in the state have also helped 
reduce the labor shortage. The soldiers 
fill in as needed on almost any class 
of work, serving as surveyors, mechanics, 
equipment operators and laborers. They 
are paid, of course, the prevailing 
hourly rate for the type of labor per- 
formed. 

The Bureau of Reclamation and its 
contractors on the job, the combination 
of Morrison-Shea-Twaits-Winston, are 
rushing the project this year in hopes 
of building the embankment high 
enough to create a substantial storage 
of next spring’s floods. Additional 
water is badly needed on the Boise 
River irrigation projects downstream 
from the dam. Chief among many con- 
struction features is moving half the 
9-million-yard fill by 14 miles of belt 
conveyors that lead from a borrow pit 
on the bench 1,200 above the dam. 
Details will be covered in an article 
to appear in these pages before long. 


Leadville mine revived 


Leadville, Colo—Up here on the roof 
of the continent (El. 10,250) resump- 
tion of mining to produce war-needed 
minerals and two big tunnel jobs have 
revived this famous old mining camp. 
One of the two tunnels is the Winston 
Bros. job of driving a new hole 2,500 
ft. long under nearby Tennessee Pass 
on the old main line of the Denver & 
Rio Grande Western R. R., alongside 
the old tunnel. The original bore was 
tight for the Rio Grande’s big engines, 
and settlement of old timber supports 
hasn’t helped the situation. The new 
tunnel, 16 ft. wide-and 26 ft. high inside 
of concrete lining, can accommodate the 
biggest engines the railroad now has in 
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its possession or ever expects to own. 

The other tunnel, smaller in section, 
but over three miles long, is being 
driven by Stiers Bros., of St. Louis, for 
the U. S. Bureau of Mines to drain deep 
workings of many of the mines and 
thus uncover rich lead and zinc veins 
now accessible only by extensive pump- 
ing, if the pumps were available, which 
they aren’t. Long John Austin, in 
charge for Stiers, has met a good deal 
of tunneling grief in the first 2,100 ft. 
but driving a by-pass around a stretch 
that produced three bad blow-ins in two 
weeks has solved some of his troubles. 


Railroad inodornisation 


East Portal, Colo.—A trip over the 
D.&S.L. (Moffat) Ry. on a light motor 
car from Denver to the Moffat tunnel re- 
veals a lot of construction work along the 
25-mile stretch through South Boulder 
Canyon. On this section of the line (all 
single track, which follows the twist- 
ing canyon wall up a 2 percent grade 
through 30 tunnels) new sidings are 
being built and old sidings are being 
extended to accommodate the Central- 
ized Traffic Control that is being in- 
stalled from Denver to Bond, over that 
part of the Moffat Route jointly used 
by the D.&R.G.W. as part of its 
Salt Lake short line. Placing two tracks 
in spots where the existing single track 
literally hangs on the side of the moun- 
tain is a tough job, but it’s being done 
with heavy cuts and high fills. 

Scared by possible repetition of last 
year’s fire in a timbered tunnel, which 
blocked the road for 72 days, Moffat 
engineers are rushing their long-term 
program of replacing all timbered tun- 
nel sections with concrete. It is slow 
work, being done under heavy mountain 
traffic, but ;.rogress is being made. Re- 
ballasting, replacing ties and installa- 
tions of new steel are also going on 
in the canyon section.

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OBITUARY 





Donald Witten, 54, senior bridge engi- 
neer with District Ten of the Public 
Roads Administra- 
tion in Washing- 
ton, D. C., died 
Oct. 4. A native of 
Kansas City, Mo., 
Mr. Witten _ re- 
ceived his engi- 
neering training at 
the University of 
Missouri. He spent 
several years with 
the consulting en- 
gineering firm of Waddell and Har- 
rington of Kansas City, and later be- 
came a partner in the consulting engi- 
neering firm of Wood and Witten at 
Tulsa, Okla. 

Mr. Witten joined the staff of the 
Public Roads Administration in 1935, 
when he was assigned to the Office of 
District Six in Fort Worth, Tex. In 1938 
he was transferred to District Ten, and 
for the past several years had been in 
charge of the bridge division of that dis- 
trict, with supervision over the building 
of federal aid bridges in Delaware, 
Maryland, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and the 
District of Columbia. 





Bernard J. S. Cahill, 78, who de- 
signed original plans for San Francisco’s 
civic center and invented a system of 
cartography known as the Octathedral 
System of Projection, died Oct. 4 in 
Oakland, Calif. 

Educated in England, Mr. Cahill 
came to this country in 1888. His map 
plan was perfected in 1935. 


W. B. Russel, 76, died Sept. 27 at 
Elk Lake, Ont. A graduate of Toronto

Sydney E. Junkins, 77, engineer, and 
from 1898 to 1914 vice president of 
Westinghouse, Church, Kerr & Co., New 
York, died at Hanover, N. H., on Oct. 
3. He took part in the design and con- 
struction of railway terminals and shops, 
power plants and electrification systems, 
including work on the Pennsylvania 
Railway Terminal in New York and the 
electrification of 408 miles of the Long 
Island Railroad.

of lining the Connaught Tunnel. He was 
also consultant for the Department of 
Public Works of Canada and for British 
Columbia.
